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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

The  generally  favorable  condition  of  cror>s  in  Europe  is  sustained.  The 
outlook  of  winter  cereals  is  average  in  Austria  and  good  in  Rumania,  Hungary t  and 
Ireland,  according  to  a  radiogram  of  May  k\  iron  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture.    Favorable  conditions  in  the  Ukraine  and  a  particularly  fine  appear- 
ance of  wheat  and  rye  in  Prance  are  reported  by  Broomhall  on  April  25. 

Improved  cro-p  condit: ons  in  Rorth  Africa  are  reported  by  Broomhall,  April 
26.    Vfheat  and  barley  in  Algeria  are  developing  rsgularly  and  a  favorable  harvest 
is  indicated.     Growing  crops  in  Tunis  have  been  improved  by  recent  rains. 

Cro-ps  in  the  Laguna  District  of  Mexico  have  been  considerably  injured  by 
drought,  according  to  Commerce  Reports  of  April  23.  Alfalfa,  beans,  and  garden 
products  were  large  enough  for  the  home  market. 

The  seeding  of  200 , 000  acres  of  rice  in  Egypt  has  been  authorized  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  because  of  the  improved  condition  of  the  water  supply 
of  the  Nile,  states  the  London  Grain  Seed  and  Oil  Reporter  of  April  26. 

Corn  -planting  in  Italy.  Rumania .  and  Yugoslavia  is  reported  to  be  progress- 
ing favorably. 

S-pring  seeding  is  nearing  completion  in  Sr.ain  and  germination  is  taking 
place  under  favorable  conditions,  according  to  Broomhall,  April  26. 

The  cotton  acreage  of  Mesopotamia  will  probably  amount  to  6,000  acres  this 
year,  as  reported  by  the  International  Institute  at  Rome,  by  radio  May  M> 

LIVESTOCK. 

A  good  lamb  crop  in  Ireland  is  reported  by  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome. 

CATTLE,  BEEF  &JB3  HIDES. 

The  total  number  of  cattle  in  the  -principal  countries  of  the  world,  accord- 
ing to  the  most  recent  estimates  available,  is  5U3 ,000,000  or  an  increase  of 
23,000,000  above  the  pre-war  estimate  of  520,000,000.     The  countries  largely 
responsible  for  this  increase  are  United  States.,  Canada,  Argentina,  Brazil, 
Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  India.    Some  of  the  countries  showing  de- 
creases are    Bulgaria,  Mexico,  Sweden,  and  Belgium. 
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The  consumption  of  beef  in  the  United  States  remains  below  the  pre-war 
average.     The  per  capita  consumption  during  1322  is  estimated  to  tie  Sl.h  pounds  as 
compared  with  67.8  pounds,  the  average  for  1 909-13. 

The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  Argentina  in  freezing,  salting,  and  pre- 
served meat  works  only  during  1917  amounted  to  2,^96,000  or  about  60  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  slaughtered,  excluding  country  slaughterings.     The  number  slaught- 
ered in  freezing,  salting,  and  preserved-meat  works  only  during  1921  amounted  to 
2,193,000. 

The  consumption  of.  beef  in  the.  United  Kingdom  for  1922  is  estimated  to  be 
2,871,000,000  pounds,  according  to  W.  H.  T/Veddel  and  Company.    This  is  more  than 
100,000,000  pounds  above  the  official  estimate  for  1921.    Of  this  amount  approxi- 
mately 53  per  cent  is  produced  at  home  and  kf  per  cent  is  imported. 

The  cattle  slaughtered  in  France  during  1921  in  municipal  slaughter  houses 
of  sixteen  cities  were  estimated  to  be  950,198,  which  is  about  50  per  cent  of  the 
total  slaughterings  in  France.     The  total  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  all  of 
the  municipal  slaughter  houses  of  France  during  1913  amounted  to  3,250,829. 

The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  Belgium  during  1922  was  greater  than  the 
number  slaughtered  in  either  1919  or  1920.    Beef  is  apparently  the  favorite  meat  of 
the  Belgians,  the  consumption  amounting  to  nearly  half  of  the  total  amount  of  meat 
consumed  and  exceeding  that  of  any  other  variety. 

Th§_  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  Uruguay  in  freezing  and  salting  plants 
and  preserving  factories  during  1921  was  only  379,000  or  ^30,000  less  than  were 
slaughtered  in  1919,  T^hile  less  than  one-half  as  many  live  animals  were  exported. 
The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  local  consumotion  in  1921  was  somewhat  greater 
than  in  1919. 

Slaughtering  of  cattle  in  Australia  showed  a  steady  increase  from  1.910  until 
191^.     'The  average  annual  slaughter  for  the  years  1915  to  1919  was  1,^5,768,  or 
approximately  18  per  cent  less  than  the  pre-war  average  of  1, 75^,603  during  the 
years  1910-lU.    The  number  slaughtered  during  1920  was  1,537,500. 

The  total  number  of  all  cattle  slaughtered  in  Canada  in  inspected  establish- 
ments showed  a  steady  increase  from  511,lUU  in  191U  to  9^7,015  in  1919. 
During  1921  the  total  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  was  715,313- 

The  number  of  breeding  cattle  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  during  1922 
was  1,329  head,  which  was  less  than  half  the  pre-war  average. 

Exports  of  beef  and  beef  products  from  the  United  States  and  Argentina 
during  1922  were  practically  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  pre-war  years  1911-13, 
or  approximately  21^,000  pounds  and  1,000,000  pounds  respectively. 

The  United  States  exports  of  cattle  in  1922  amounted  to  111  ,000  head  as  com- 
pared with  a  pre-war  average  of  88,000  head,  an  increase  of  27  per  cent. 

Argentina  leads  the  world  in  the  exports  of  cattle  hides  and  calfskins; 
Brazil  ranking  second,  and  British  India  third. 


The  United  States  and  Germany  are  the  leading  importers  of  cattle  hides  and 
calfskins.  The  United  States  imported  380,000,000  pounds  in  1922  as  compared  with 
228,000,000  pounds  in  1921  and  310,000,000  pounds  in  1920.     Germany  increased  her 
imports  from  86,000,000  pounds  in  1920  to  208,000,000  pounds  in  1922. 
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PRICES  OF  BUTTER  IH  BRITISH  MARKETS. 

Prices  of.  butter  in  British  market s  have,  dropped  to  a  low  point,  according  to 
a  cable  from  3.  A.  Foley,  Agricultural  ^-missioner ,  London,  dated  May  1.  Full 
flavored  Irish  butter  had  dropped  recently  from  3 6  cents  per  pound  to  29  cents  per 
pound.    A  further  drop  to  25  cents  was  bhen  ejected*     The  prices  of  other  butter 
have  declined  in  proportion. 

The  price  of.  butter  in  England  arid  Wales-  during  the  past  winter  has  been  re- 
latively high.    The  average  price  daring  March  was  I7'0  per  cent  of  the  average  pre- 
war March  price  (1911-13)  compared  with  159  per  cent  for  all  agricultural  produce. 
The  recent  marked  drop  in  price  is  caused  by  increased  supplies  for  the  British 
markets.    Production  has  increased  in  Germany,  Austria,  northern  France ,  3elgium 
and  the  Baltic  countries.    Germany,  which  purchased  one- third  of  the  Danish  pro-^ 
duction  in  the  past  twelve  weeks,  had  ceased  purchasing,  leaving  more  of  the  Danish 
butter  available  for  the  British  markets.    Four  boat  loads  of  butter  recently  ar- 
rived from  Australia  and  Hew  Zealand  and  there  are  reported  to  be  U23  ,000  boxes  of 
butter  afloat  from  these  countries  to  arrive  May  2  to  June  1* 

Stocks  of  butter  in  the  United  Kingdom .  especially  of  the  lower  grades,  are 
heavy,  while  cheese  stocks  are  considerably  lighter  than  last  year.  The  price  of 
butter  had  been  maintained  in  England  during  the  last  three  years  at  a  level  rela- 
tively higher  than  the  price  of  cheese.  In  January,  1923,  however,  the  index  num- 
ber of  the  price  of  butter  fell  below  that  of  cheese,  and  in  March  butter  was  sell- 
ing at  170  per  cent  of  the  1911-13  average  price  with  a  corresponding  index  number 
of  195  *or  cheese. 

It  is.  rumored  that  margarine  dealers  will  urobably  nur chase  butter  for  §tor- 
age  to  uphold  the  margarine  market  in  the  present  situation.  If  prices  drop  to  2b 
cents  it  is  expected  that  the  Irish  government  will  store  butter.

PRODUCTION  AND  CROP  KOTFS. 

The  -product ion  of.  grain  crops  in  Italy  is  considerably  less  than  that  of  last 
year  according  to  the  final  official  estimate.     The  wheat  crop  for  1922  lacks  some- 
what more  than  32,000,000  bushels  of  being  equal  to  that  of  1921*     The  oats  crop  is 
-nearly  8,000,000  bushels  less  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  corn  production  is 
21,000,000  bushels  less.    The  rice  crop  however  is  slightly  above  that  of  last  year, 

'irfit  official  estimate  of  the  1922-2^  corn  crop  of  Argentina  is  153,000,000 


bushels,  according  to  an  off icial  -cablegram  to  the  Argentine  Embassy  reported  to 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.    The  estimated  production  last  year 
was  176,000,000  bushels  of  which  Argentina  has  exported  about  109,000,000  bushels. 
This  would  indicate  that  the  exportable  surplus  from  Argentina1 s  crop  next  year 
should  be  about  85,000,000  bushels. 

Large  shipments  of  grain,  wool  and  meats  and  sustained  market  for  cattle 
are  also  reported.    There  is  great  activity  in  the  Argentine  wool  market  and  the 
outlook  promises  easy  disposition  of  the  last  wool  clip. 

The  exnort  of  onions  from  Roumania  has  been  authorized  by  the  Roumanian 
Ministry  of  Industry  and  Commerce  provided  an  export  permit  is  obtained  from  the 
Government,  reports  Consul  S.  E.  Palmer  at  Bucharest,  under  date  of  March  lb.Large 
stocks  of  onions  are  reported  to  be  held  throughout  the  country .principal ly  in 
Transylvania, 

The  exportation  of  12,600,000  pounds  of.  olive  oil  has  been  authorized  by  the 
government  of  Greece  according  to  a  cable  received  from  Consul  Dowry  at  Athens.

Statistics  for  slaughtering,  production  and  consumption  of  meats  are  so 
variable,  in  their  classification  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  corresponding  data 
for  the  different  countries.    The  following  tables  are  intended  to  represent  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  main  features  of  the  beef  situation. 

BEEF  INDUSTRY  IK  TEE  U2TI0IT  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  beef  e:cport  trade  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  vjhich  came  into 
being  during  the  T7ar,  suffered  a  serious  setback  in  the  years  1920  and  1921, 
according  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1922.    The  total  number  of  cattle  during  these  years  was  con- 
siderably greater  than  the  number  estimated  in  the  Agricultural  Census  of 
191S.    The  amount  of  beef  exported,  horever,  had  become  vsry  much  less.  The 
reasons  given  for  this  decrease  ars:     the  unsuitability  of  the  exported  beef 
for  the  English  markets  and  the  collapse  of  the  markets  on  the  continent  of 
Europe  for  rfnich  the  supplies  are  suitable.

BEEF  INDUSTRY  IN  RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL,  BRAZIL. 


The  prospects  of  the  "beef  industry,  which  is  the  principal  source  of 
■Health  in  the  State  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  are  much  brighter  for  thepresent 
killing  season  than  they  -/ere  for  the  last  year.    An  improved  "Xargue"  or 
jerked  -  beef  market  is  expected  from  now  on.     It  is  expected  that  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  the  present  year*s  kill  will  be  for  frozen  beef,  and 
with  possibly  100,000  head  less  of  cattle  coming  across  the  Uruguayan  border 
during  the  present  season  as  compared  with  last  year  competitive  conditions 
for  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  producers  are  expected  to  be  much  more  favorable.

The  number  of  cattle  in  France  did  not  decrease  throughout  the  war,  hut  began 
tc  increase  in  1917.    In  spite  of  this  increase  in  the  total  number  of  cattle,  there 
was  a  scarcity  of  cattle  for  slaughter  at  the  Villette  market  in  191S  and  1919. caused 
by  large  purchases  made  by  those  vho  were  supplying  the  devastated  regions.  This 
brought  about  importations  from  Czechoslovakia,  which  had  been  forbidden  previously 
for  sanitary  reasons,  but  which  were  now  permitted  at  the  Strasbourg  and  i.iulhouse 
slaughter  houses.     In  spite  of  the  rate  of  exchange,  small  importations  of  calves 
from  Holland  were  attempted.     Importations  of  cattle  from  Denmark  were  also  made,  and 
several  shipments  of  steers  came  in  from  Canada  by  ray  of  Belgium. 

Importations  from  Denmark  and  Holland  have  now  been  prohibited  for  sanitary 
reasons.    Prices  of  all  meats  are  high  and  there  seems  to  be  no  means  of  lowering  them, 
except  through  more  intensive  production.    Competition  vill  arise  when  there  are  bet- 
ter facilities  for  obtaining  supplies.     In  addition  to  arrivals  from  Algeria,  Tunis 
and  Morocco,  there  is  need  of  the  importation  of  frozen  or  chilled  meat,  but  it  is 
necessary  that  these  meats  be  transported  to  the  retailer  under  suitable  conditions 
and  that  they  be  offered  to  the  consumer  at  noticeably  lower  prices  than  those 
charged  for  fresh  meats.

-cublic  auction  on  April  6  according  to  The  Scotsman,  April  7,  1923-    ^be  "hole 
offering  r:as  disposed  of  in  about  one  hour.    Some  of  the  animals  -'ere  bought  by 
farmers  for  "finishing"  uurposes,  but  the  majority  vrere  secured  by  the  Cooperative 
Societies  and  meat  trading  firms.    The  average  -.-eight  -Tas  II76  lbs.  and  the  average 
price  per  c*7t.  (112  lbs.)  as  weighed  coming  off  the  boat  vras  6l  s  5  &  ($14.30  or 
12^5  per  lb.  live  weight  at  exchange).    These  Quotations  compared  favourably  'rith 
the  average  price  of  fat  cattle  sold  in  various  markets  of  the  country.    It  has 
been  calculated  that  the  cost  of  shinning  the  cattle  from  Canada,  including  rail 
and  freight  charges,  nill  average  from  $39. 60  to  $56  (LS,  10s  to  £12)  per  head. 
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
